‘CHINA. 
TIENTSIN. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Trextsty, May 26, 1872. 

Tho late floods with which we have been visited have done no 
particular damage to foreign houses here. The rains found out 
the weak places on the roofs of houses and godowns, and the 
water from below came through the cellars to the height of 
about two feet—otherwise little damage wns done. About 
Tientsin the plain on both sides the river is still covered with 
water, but it is subsiding—most likely by evaporation—for here- 
abouts nothing has been done which should have been done in the 
way of drainage. Li’ Hung Chang, our British Minister tells us, 
is an energetic man ; but if so, in these quiet peaceable times, he 
has not shown much energy about Tientsin. The plain aronad 
us admits of easy drainage into the Peiho, and the land now 
under water for so long would, if drained, have produced most 
excellent crops, as other florded lands in the neighb»urhood have 
done ; the cultivation of these lands would have given employ- 
ment to many hundreds, and the produce of these lands would 
have been sufficient to feed many thousands, but the country all 
round the city and settlement—where we must regard drainage in 
a sanitary point of view—remains under water, and the conse- 
quences are now, as were to be expected, people half-starved and 
half-clothed and unsheltered during the inclement winter. They 
are now said to be dying at the rate of upwards of one hundred 
every day in and about the city, and ten to twelve of these 

oor people are being buried in a trunk at one time without coffins. 
Berend bodies may, it is said, be seen almost daily floating down the 
river. During winter the poor people get only about two-thirds to 
three-fourths of their normal allowance of food from the mandarins. 
A good deal of clothing was sent up from the south, but little 
compared to what was required by those who had lost their all. 
Most of the foreign residents have ayrdee subscribed consider- 
able sums, which were distributed by the foreigners personally at 
several of the villages round Tientsia, and were most thankfully 
received by the poor people. On my visiting the city one diy a 
poor man asked me if foreigners were going to do anything to assist 
them. I told him the foreigners had subscribed a large sum of 
money, which would be given to the ie by aud-by. The man 
said he hoped it would not be given through the mandarins, as 
the poor would then see but little of it. All through the winter 
season about one-sixth of the entire space within the city walls 
was covered with ice, with filthy water below. The population 
within the walls cannot be more than 20,000, but cityand suburbs, 
the latter extending for miles on both sides the river, are estimated 
to contain in all about 500,000 ; as large, if not Jarger population, 
than Peking has. The latter city by travellers pe resideits has 
been variously estimated to contain from 800,000 to 900,000 souls. 
About the country outside the south walls of the city lie many of 
our brave soldiers who helped to take the Taku Forts, and who 
fought their way to the walls of Peking, The monuments have 
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almost entirely disappeared, and the better-class tombstones are 
much defaced by the action of the frost and water. I hope 
the British Government will see to the stones being raised and 
enclosed—once the waters have subsided. 

With regard to foreign affairs Mr. Low, United States Minister, 
has lately stood up manfully for his Treaty rights with respect to a 
chapel purchased by the American missionaries. The censor of the 
distuict claimed the right to prohibit foreiguers from going into the 
Chinese city to open chapels; hitherto they had confined them- 
selves to the Tartar city. He has several times tried hard to get 
Mr. Low to give it up, and give up the title deeds, but this the Mi- 
nister has refused to do. The chapel has been opened, and preach- 
ing carried on in it, but the affair still remains undecided. The 

resent censor’s time of office expires in a couple of months, and it 
is thought the Court will, for peace sake, put in a less crotchety 
individual, and that Mr. Low will gain his cause, Had not the 
middleman in the aftair—who was a convert to our English mis. 
sion—been severely beaten, after Prince Kung gave his word of 
honour that the man should not be punished in any way, the 
affair might not have been carried out so bravely as it is now 
being done. It isonly by taking a bold stand on Treaty rights— 
such as Mr. Low is now doing—that any good for China or the 
Chinese ever will be accomplished. It isto be hoped that you are 
correct in the statement that the new French Minister has orders 
to deliver into the hands of the Emperor, and into his alone, the 
letter of M. Thiers in answer to the Emperor’s about the Tientsin 
massacre. Should M. Geoffroy act in accordance with his instruc- 
sions, and demand an audience, he will gain a just end. Rela- 
tive to this visit of the French Minister, FEE. Chung How is said 
to be ill at ease. It is believed he has promised, or led the French 
to infer, that more would be granted than the Government are 
willing to grant. 

The Emperor is to be married in October, and we may then con- 
sider he has come of age. Little of the Boy Emperor is known to 
foreigners ; the best that is known about him is that he is self- 
willed, and may therefore act for himself. Augen, his late tutor 
now dead, was the head of the anti-foreign party and his wife and 
concubine are also from anti-foreign stock—whether this foresha- 
dows the policy to be followed out remains to be seen. A change 
of some kind must come, and that change must be for the better. 
If the Emperor is of the same mind as his late tutor, a war, either 
native or foreign, not unlikely both, may precede the change. 
Some foreigners resident in Peking, who have great opportunities 
of knowing the state of affairs at the capital, take a hopeful view 
of things, and consider that material progress cannot now be much 
longer delayed. 

I see from extracts from the Peking Gazette that it is proposed 
to have a line of steamers to carry the tribute grain to Tientsin, 
the junks being old and unserviceable. This isa step in the 
right direction, but I fear we have comparatively few men who 
are bold enough to advocate Ary da improvements, although 
there is no doubt a good many of them who oppose while seeing 
the need of new appliances. On the other hand, we have a 
great many who are unable to see anything except that foreigners 
are in the way, and these do all they can to sow distrust amongst 
the people, even when foreigners are doing their best for the 
suffering poor. An instance will explain. Of money subscribed 
by foreigners for the relief of the poor part was used in hiring a 
house, making it warm and comfortable, and keeping a supply of 
hot water for those who cared to take up their quarters in it; the 
house would accommodate seventy or eighty when full. A few days 
after it was opened some petty mandarin spread a report that 
foreigners were offering to house them only for their own bad 

urposes, and that shortly there would be a scooping out of 

earts and eyes, &c.—na repetition of the massacre story over 
again. The consequence was that the poor wretches demanded 
some 300 cash a day to go and take up their quarters in the 
house so kindly provided for them. They did not dare, although 
homeless, to disobey their mandarin, unless paid for it. So long 
as the officials live by squeezing, so long will it be their interest 
to keep the people in ignorance. Pay these officials a fair salary 
for their work, and let their promotion be according to merit 
alone, and their excuse, bad as it is, would be taken from them. 

The Japanese have sent over here to have the treaty made last 
year readjusted, especially with reference to the offensive and de- 
fensive clause. It is also reported that the Japancse Ambassador 
has committe hurakiri, because his Government was not satisfied 
with the treaty he made. Will H.E. Chung How do the same ? 

The river steamer that was got out to shelter natives here has 
unfortunately not yet arrived at its destination, Shanghai being 
unable to find a vessel to bring it on to Tientsin. This delay 
is very disappointing to all concerned. Many of che Chinese have 
seen the wagon marquees, and approve of them. Several of the 
officials also say they are in favour of them, but until actually 
here and in working order little can be said as to the success or 
non-succeas of the project. Personally I believe it will eventually 
succeed, although opposition from interested parties may give 
some trouble at first. 

On the Foreign Scttlement, the “ British Concession,’ as it is 
called, but in which all foreigners now reside, improvements are 
going on steadily—although not rapidly ; but, unlike several 
others of the late new settloments, it has no vacant houses, and has 
ten new hongs now building for residents, besides some other 
less pretentious buildings. 
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The new French Cathedral, built on the French Concession 
adjoining the British Concession, is externally almost finished. 
The Cathedral stands in the centre of the unds. At one end 
is the residence of the priests, and at the other that of the sisters 
and orphanage. Of foreign sisters we have unfortunately none 


here at present. Itis also intended to build a foreign hospital, «, 





either in or adjoining the British Concession, in connection with“~ 


the French Mission. 





SHANGHAI. 

Our advices from this port by the present mail extend to June 
9; the French mail from London April 26 was due the day this 
mail left. The following items of intelligence are from the 
Oourier : — 


The Customs’ Gazette for the first quarter of 1872 published 
yesterday zives evidence of a fairly satisfactory state of trade at 
the ports. In articles of foreign importation there has been a 
falling off in the business in Grey Shirtings at the outports— 
Tientsin, Chefoo, and Hankow; but the imports into Shanghai 
for the quarter are also considerably below those of 1871. At 
Chinkiang the imports both of Shirtings and T-Cloths are doubled ; 
while other kinds show little alteration. At the out-ports 

enerally T-Cloths have improved in favour, and at Tientsin and 
Gheefoo there has been a large increase in these, as well as in 
Drills. The Northern Ports continue to take off needles in large 
uantities. The transit pe system, by which natives and 
‘oreigners alike may avail themselves of the Treaty privilege, so 
long as the goods are foreign, has been made use of freely at 
Shanghai, Chinkiang, and Kiukiang, while at Hankow the transit 
business continues to be very much what it was before the new 
order came out. It would be difficult to estimate how much of 
the increase of business at Chinkiang is due to the transit 
facilities, but at Kiukiang, where an unprecedentedly |; 
quantity of foreign goods have been sent inland under transit 
pass, the total quantity of foreign goods imported there in the 
quarter is not greater than for the corresponding period of last 
hire Mr. Commissioner Drew, however, partially explains this 
y the fact that the system was not practically introduced until 
afcer China New Year—9th February—when haif the quarter was 
one. 

The rice trade at Swatow is reported by Mr. Huber to have been 
an unfortunate one, owing to over-trading. Taking the num- 
ber of people who were in want of rice as “one-fourth of the entire 
population of the Chao-chow-fu prefecture, whichaltogether doesnot 
exceeda million souls,”—a slight ambiguityfhere—“ and taking the 
consumption of rice as being only a catty a day per head as an 
average "—Mr. Huber comes to the conclusion that there were 
not enough hungry people in the district to consume the rice that 
was sent, hence enormous loss, and many failures were expected 
among the traders. An increase in the opium duty is reported 
both north and south. At Swatow the le-kin of 10 taels per chest 
has been raised to Tls. 14, the increase going by the name of Tie- 
shiang, which is for the support of the troops of General Fang. 
This General Fang is a poptlae ersonage with the gentry of his 
district, for he keeps order in the country, and has put a stop to 
highway robberies and the clan fights which were so injurious to 
peaceful commerce. At Newchwang the opium tax is raised from 
Tls. 0.1.8.6 to Tls. 0.3.2.2 per catty, by order of Li-hung-chang ; 
and at Chefoo it is raised Feit Tls. 21.2.8 to Tls. 35.7.4 per chest, 
to meet the expenses entailed on the authorities by the Tientsin 
distress of last year. This is doubtless the reason for the new 
levy at Newchwang also. 

he meeting of the Union Steam Navigation Company was 
held on the 3rd June, The report—which was summarised in 
our last issue—recommending a dividend for the six months at 
the rate of 12 per cent. per annum, with a bonus of 5 per cent, 
was carried, and the retiring directors were re-elected. 

The foundation.stone of the new British Consulate and Su- 
preme Court was laid on the lst of June. About noon the Judicial 
and Consular staff marched in procession towards the scene of the 
great fire, where the foundation-stone was waiting to be placed in 
its proper position. A few pieces of coin, English and Japanese 
(China having mons) were put into a tin vessel, which was put 
under the stone. Miss Goodwin gracefully spread the mortar, 
and the stone was finally got into position amid the enthusiastic 
cheers of those present. In similar ceremonies at home it is 
usual to place along with the coins under the foundation-stone 
the leading newspapers of the day, but in the present instance 
this part of the programme was omitted. After the ceremonies 
the officials present were entertained by the architect at a 
sumptuous tiffin. We most sincerely hope that this new building 
will escape the melancholy fate of the old Consulate. 

Mr. Douglas Cooper, who from 1862 to 1865 practised as a so- 
licitor in the Courts of Shanghai, has recently resumed the practice 
of his profession at this port. Mr. R. T. Rennie, for some years the 
leader of our local bar, has left for Europe. Mr. R. W. M. Bird, 
barrister, has also left Shanghai, and his business will be carried 
on by Mr. Alex. Myburg. 

Count Mejan, who Sr the past four years has been French 
Consul-General at Shanghai, has been transferred to a similar ap- 
pointment at Havana, and Count Chappedelaine will act as [Con- 
sul-General till the arrival of M. Godoau, who has received the 
appointment, 7 ; 
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A singular emeute took place at Chinkiang on the 30th May. 
There was some kind of religious festival going forward, and people 
had been flocking in thousands from the surrounding districts on 
the two preceding days. Soon after noon on the day mentioned 
they thronged the bund of the foreign settlement to the number 
of about 3,000, probably having a look at the foreign belongings 
visible thereabouts. A number of foreign gentlemen were sittin 
on a verandah, and one of them took up a binocular glass, an 
was looking across the river, when some one in the crowd pointed 
to the foreigner, and cried that he was going to shoot. A 
panic at once seized the crowd, who fled along the bund 
towards the city, thuse who were able scaling the walls of 
the Mir ie com cunts to. Beek pga poking: 2 ety ep no 
report of a ollowed, the peo § eraduslly Esite confidence 
aaa tetera . So far the affale soul have been harmless ; but, 
unfortunately, in the stampede old people and children were 
thrown down and trodden under foot, and we hear of at least one 
life lost, and many severe injuries were inflicted. A great number 
also were robbed. In about half-an-hour after the first alarm a 
second panic was created by a cry being raised that the notorious 
Chen-kwo-jui and his old confederate, but now mortal enemy, Li, 
were coming with their braves to fight it out on the foreign Bund. 
Again the People fled ; again the infirm were trodden on, and 

in many robberies were committed. The explanation given of 
these occurrences seems very probable :—viz., that they are caused 
bya band of Yangchow desperadoes at present infesting Chin- 
kiang for the purpose of plundering. With the same object fires 
are got up in the city almost every night.

H.M. gunboats Cochchafer and Firm were sold at auction, on 
the 3rd June, the former realising $5,600 ; the latter $5,800. 

A case of some interest has been decided in the Supreme Court. 
Messra, Geo. Barnet and Co. sold to a Chinaman a parcel of 
T-Cloths which should have had three pink stripes in the margin, 
whereas it turned out they had only two. A portion had been 
delivered. The contract contained a clause that there was to be 
no claim made for any difference after delivery was taken. The 

laintiff, however, claimed for loss on the whole lot. Defendants 
Bad on discovering the difference as to the stripes (though it seems 
the actual value offthe goods delivered was the same as that claimed 
under the contract) paid into Court Tls. 60 as compensation on the 
portion not taken delivery of. His Lordship ruled that the clause 
in the contract concerning the delivery rendered it impossible to 
claim on the portion taken away, and with regard to those still in 
godown the jury awarded the sum of Tls.60 paid into Court. 

The eclipse of the sun on the 6th June was well seen, for a fair 

rtion of the time it lasted, though the weather was cloudy at 

imes. It was atits height at about 11 a.m., when nearly a quar- 
ter of the sun’s disc was obscured. 


HONG KONG. 

Advices extend to June 15; the French mail from London, 
April 26, arrived out on the 8th, and the following P. and O. mail 
of May 30n June 9. The weeks’ news contains few items of in- 
terest to home readers. We take the following from the columns 
of the China Mail and the Daily Press :— 

Apropos of the opening of Hainan to foreign trade, somewhat 
startling intelligence of a revolt has just reached us from native 
sources. A correspondent of the Hong Kong Chinese Mail writes 
that on May 25 the inhabitants of Tam Chow, a large town south- 
west of K’iung Chow, rose against the officials, and that the Ling 
Shan district city has fallen into the hands of the insurgents. We 
understand that pressing application has been made to the Vice- 
roy of Canton for aid, which will, it is presumed, necessitate the 
services of some of the steam gunboats. We are not aware of the 
exact importance of the outbreak, but, judging from the fact of 
help being asked from Canton, are inclined to believe it to be 
serious. Can the news that K’iung Chow has been thrown open to 
the barbarian have anything to do with it ? 

A meeting of shareholders in the Union Steam Navigation 
Company was held on June 3rd. The accounts showed a net 
profit on the half-year ended in March last of Tls. 66,031, raising 
the net disposable balance at the end of the year to Tis. 89,330. 
It was resolved to declare a dividend of 6 per cent. for the half- 
year, to return the usual bonus of 5 per cent. to contributing 
shareholders, and to write off Tls. 16,450 from the value of the 
Glengyle, carrying forward the balance of Tls. 49,880. The Rona 
account is not yet closed; only Tis. 63,000 of the Tls. 75,000 at 
which she was valued is recoverable from insurance ; but the re- 
maining Tls. 12,000 must not be considered a clear loss, as she 
had made two profitable trips in the interval. Messrs. Francis, 
Brown, Ringer, Hayes, Hip Mow-hong and Amook were re-elected 
directors. 

Mr. Baber has taken charge of the Tamsui Oonsulate, Mr. 
Fraser going home on leave. We learn that Tamsui is fast be- 
coming an important port. The indigo fields have this year 
been planted with tea, which ensures three years’ tea trade. 
The tea production has been rapidly increasing for the last five 
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years, and promises to attain very large proportions. Oolong Is 
the only variety, and most of it finds its way to the United Stated. 
Two new houses have been established, and altogether both 
foreigners and natives are jubilant. : 

A visit has been paid by Sir Arthur Kennedy to St. Saviour’s 
College, the Hon. C. C. Smith and Captain O'Callaghan acoom- 

nying him. The English, Portuguese, and Chinese schools were 
inspected by the Governor, who expressed himself obliged for the 
courtesy showed by the Principal and the other gentlemon af- 
tached to the institution. ; 

The P, M. 8. Company’s steamer Colorado, which leayes on the 
27th June, will be the first of the fortnightly service. Curiously, 
too, she was the first which crossed from San Francisco to China, 
so she deserves to be the pioneer vessel in this extended develop- 
ment of American enterprise. 

We learn that the American ship Congress has been arrested 
at Swatow by the authorities, foran infringement of the laws re- 


stag 0 the carrying of coolies. We also learn that proced- 
ings ave been instituted against people connected with the 
affair. 


The Cobra de Capellos are beginning to show themselves, two 
ecimens having been caught at a compound a little distance up 
the hill westward and one at Kowloong. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS,

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings dates from this port to the 24th June ; 
the outward P. and O. mail of May 17 was received on the 16th 
June, and the following French mail of 24th May was hourly 
expected. We are indebted to the Singapore Daily Times for the 
following items of intelligence :— 

We understand the Government is about to put the Contagious 
Diseases Ordinance into operation, working by degrees, so as not 
to excite opposition. As the object is only to benefit those who 
will be affected by it, there is no ground for alarm, or for serious 
opposition to it. 

he members of the Exchange have taken into consideration 
the suggestion of making every Wednesday a half-holiday for the 
next five months, or so long as the arrival of outward and home- 
ward mails necessitate work on Sunday. The proposal was 
unanimously agreed to, and every godown will henceforth be 
closed on every Wednesday at one o’clock accordingly. 

The steamer Jwzon has, we learn, been purchased by Chinese 
merchants here for $8,400, and is now undergoing repair. She will 
probably ply between Singapore and Penang. The British steamer 
Sunfoo has been purchased by the Singapore Steamship Company 
for the sum of £35,000, and it is intended to run between Singa- 
pore and Jeddah. 

Singapore is to be honoured with a visit fron His Imperial 
Highness the Grand Duke Alexis Alexandrovitch of Russia, who 
is on his way in the Russian frigate Svetland, attended by the 
Imperial Russian Squadron. He is expected here in a few 
days hence. Singapore will, we trust, give his Royal Highness 
a fitting reception. 

Mr. Fentum, who has been so long and favourably known in the 
community as the organist of St. Andrew’s Cathedral and a pro- 
fessional musical instructor, and to whom the public arte indebted 
fora number of excellent musical soirees, has given a farewell 
concert at the Town-hall, previous to his departure for Shanghai. 
The entertainment was under the patronage of his Excellency the 
Governor and Lady Ord, and was an excellent one. 

In the latest number of the Sarawak Gazette there isan item of 
news that may Brove of interest in connection with the suggestion 
of ex-Governor Hennessey toincorporate Labuan with the Straits 
Settlements. The Gazette says the loss of the'Sooloo tradeto Labuan 
was owing partly tothe war with Spainand partly to restrictionsim- 
posed by the late Governor’s creation of monopolies of opium and 
tobacco. It is well kaown that no very good feeling existed bet- 
ween the Sarawak authorities and Governor Hennessey, and the 
latter’s policy has been unsparingly criticised. It may be, how- 
ever, that there isa great deal of truth in the charges made against 
him, and should the question of the union be taken up by the 
Colonial-office, the most searcking inquiry should be 0, RO 
merely toascertain whether the revenue of Labuan is at present 
sufficient to cover the expenditure, but the effects of the policy of 
its late Governor upon its trade and future prospects.

White Shirtings and T-Cloths were 
also saleable to a fair extent at a fall of about 2 candareens per plece on 
last quotations. Values of Drills showed little change; English were 
quoted Tis. 3. to 3.1.0, Dutch Tis. 2.0.0 to 2.9.7, aud a small eale of 
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P. M.C. American cloth was reported at Tis. 3.4.7. In Woollens and 
Fancy Cottons no alteration of importance had transpired. 

Honea Konc.—Fair settlements of Raw Cotton had been made at 

vious rates. Cotton Yarns were receiving some attention, and were 

trmly held. Manufactured Cottun Goods had been but sparingly taken, 
and values were unchanged. Blankets were still wanted. Metals had 
been comparatively neglected. 

Sa1GgoN.—The market was almost unaltered ; the demand was some- 
what better, but transactions had only been made amongst the Chinese.

* Hanxow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.’s Report of June 4 says‘ 
.—Gince May 27 settlemonts (at exch. 6s..5d., and frt. £5, adding Tis. 3 
for duty, &c.) have been made as follows :—5,569 chests, 14,724 half- 
chests, 4,838 boxes at Tis. 25 to 32; 7,611 chests, 11,701 half-chests, 
3,490 boxes, at Tls, 20 to 24¢; 1,160 chests, 6,914 half-chests, at Tis. 
14 to 17; 1,386 chests, 882 half-chests, contracts; total 15,726 chests, 
$4,221 half-chests, 8,328 boxes. Ningchows have ruled from Tls. 244 
to 32; Oonfars, Tis. 23 to 29; Cheong-sow-kais, Tls. 24} to 27 ; Soong- 
yongs, Tis. 224 to 30; Yong-low-toongs, Tis. 22 to 25%; Flavoury 
Oohams, Tls. 20 to 25.60; and Shuntams, Tls. 14 to 17 per pical. 
Total settlements to date as compared with the same number of days last 
year are :—113,803 chests, 192,836 half-chests,‘75,737 boxes ; against 
156,102 chests, 95,123 half-chests, 2], 283 boxes. Shipments to Shang- 
hai on native account 7,700 chests, against 17,500 chests. Stocks 
30,000 chests, against 21,000 chests, We previously advised an 
advance in priccs of about two tacls; this was maintained for several 
days, but since the departure of the steamers we make the market easier. 
There is however very little Tea with quality now on offer. The later 
arrivals of Shuntam kinds are very inferior, and they are only realising 
about Tle, 14 per picul. The delivery of chops inferior to chest muster 
has been so general that meetings have been held by the native brokers 
aud the foreign community to propose some means by which it 
may be checked noxt year. The result of these arr is not yet 
efficially announced, but with the assistance of the Consuls and 
the native authorities it isthought quite possible to prevent in future 
the transit of chest musters from the Tea districts in advance of the 
fall chops. A great many of the Shanghai buyers have now returned 
and we look for a quiet business in the coming fortnight. During the 
week the Hong Kong, Gordon Castle, and Parnassus have left the port, 
leaving only the Galley of Lorne, which is loading for Shanghai, and 
the Russian steamer Tchihatchoff. 

SHANGHAI.—Black: During the past week a moderate business 
had taken place on this market, settlements equivalent to 3,348 chests 
being reported. The larger proportion of the purchases consisted of 
Hohows, st prices ranging from Tls. 214 to 24 for fair medium to 
medium to Tis, 28] for fine, and a few parcels fine Ningchow had been 
taken at Tis. 324 to 34. Reshipments had been 3,800 chests, and the 
stock (not including some 15,000 chests in course of shipment), was 
about 30,000 chests, Green ;: Two chops new Pingsuey, equal to 877 
half-cheats, had been taken at Tis. 66 and Tls, 42 respectively, the 
former parcel being of very finc quality and assortment; musters of 
ten chops were on the market. So far as could be judged the Teas 
were about equal in make to those of last year, but fresher and of better 
quality in water. Por New York the clipper ship Chinaman had been 
circulated at £4 per ton of 40 feet. For London, the steamers Colombo, 
Diomed, Cheops, and Enterprise, are Joading at this; and the Dram- 
mond Castle and Hong Kong were tho only ateamers from Hankow 
with disengaged space; rate £5 from Hankow and £4 from Shanghai 
per ton of 40 fect. The following clippers were circulated at £4 per ton 
of 50 feet :—Cutty Sark, Argonaut, Thermopyle, Undine, and Lahloo. 

Foocuow.— Since the date of our last week’s report—June 2—there 
had been continued activity, the daily settlements averaging over 9,000 
cheats Congou. Prices had not materially changed, although there had 
been a downward tendency all the time which had encouraged settlements. 
Arrivals of Congou to date amounted to 260,000 chests, and it was 
thought that 50,U00 to 6,000 chests more would complete the supply 
of first crop, so that the second crop would be coming to market in two 
or three weeks from date. Already they were picking the second crop 
in the Pakling district, we hear, buyers having left this port for the pur- 
pose of purchasing second crop leaf. Firtest Souchongs l.ad been taken 
at Tia, 35.8 to 38.8 o.b., or ut about last season’s figures. Some of the 
chops compared favourably with last seasons, but there were hardly 
enough parcels on hand to judge correctly of the crop. Oolongs con- 
tinued to be taken (as we understand, for England) at Tis. 28.8 to 32.8 
v.b. for common to superiur cargo. Arrivals to date amounted to nearly 
3),000 half-che-ts; but it would seem as if the Teamen were 
sending down their worst purcels first, for nothing strictly 
deserving the name of fine had made its appearance. The tcas 
to hand were rough in appearance aod more or less wanting, and 
many emoky in liquor. Scented teas had met with moderate inquiry. 
Energetic meusures were being takin to settle the dust question, and 
it was stated on good authority that both the English and American 
Consuls at this port were endeavouring to induce the local mandarins to 
waive altogether the internal tax on dust and siftings, in order that tea- 
men might be induced to bring them for sale separately instead of mixe 
ing with the whole Ieaf. This duty levicd on Tea not being ad valorem 
makes the dast cost relatively more t.an higher gradcs laid down at this 
port ; but whether the Cunsuls succced or not, it was believed tlat 
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Oolongs would be cleaner this season than of late. It is reported that 
highs price were being paid for Oolong leaf up country in consequence 
of the abolition of the daty in the United States, but the report is doubte 
less somewhat ‘exaggerated.

Amoy.—The market was opened on the 6th Jane; purchases had 
since been actively proceeded with, all desirable parcels having been 
settled. Prices were very irregular, but were higher than last year. lt 
was difficult to form an exact idea of the advance, as the Teas were 
finer and much more desirable than last year, owing to the diminution 
of the proportion of dust, but it was considered, as an extreme, to be 
about $4 to 5 per picul on grades under finest, and 35 to 8 on the choice 
and choicest kinds. Many Teas, however, had been bonght under, but 
none over these figures. Opening rates were $384 per picul for 4 par- 
cel a little better than superior cargo, and purchases up to date had, 
onan average, been on a par with these. Settlements were stated at 
$0,000 half-chesta, about a third of which had been *‘ to arrive.” Quo- 
tations were: Good cargo, $29 to 34; superior, $35 to 39; fine, $40 
to 45; finest, $47 to 50; choice and choicest, $52 to 60. Arrivals to 
date had been 20,384 half-chests. Congous had not been dealt in and 
no offers had been made for them. In quality they were much the 
same as last year; arrivals had been 2,366 balf-chests. 

CANTON.--The market remained quiet, and prices were a shade 
easier. The quality of the musters shown continued poor, and a further 
decline in rates was expected to take place before any considerable 
amount of business could be done. 


SILK. 

SHANGHAI.—A comparatively large business had been done, the set- 
tlements aggregating 2,000 bales. The prices paid showed a decline of 
Tis. 5 to Ts. 10 on the opening figures, but this fall had been more than 
counterbalanced by the further advance in Sterling Exchange. With re- 
gard to quality the opinion expressed was the same as that referred to 
in our last issue, the further arrivals having apparently the same faults 
as were then spoken of, Total sottlemonts since the opening of the market 
had been 3,500 bales, and the unsold stock was estimated at 3,500 bales. 

Canton.—No change had taken place in tho state of the market ; 
some further contracts had heen entered into, the particulars of which 
had not been made public. Several musters of second crop had arrived, 
but they were not very clean; an improvement in quality, however, 
was anticipated later on. The present (French) mail steamer took 210 
bales. Since the opening of the season some 300 to 400 bales No. 3 
waste had been purchased at $70 to 71. Quotations were unchanged.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrurpax, July 24. 

The thermometer marks ninety degrees in the shade, and the heat Is 
quite insupportable and makes one quite unfit for work. Everything 
fas come to a standstill ; politicians have left the Hague to recruit them- 
selves in the mountain-air of Switzerland and Italy, and merchants and 
bourse-men are following their example. There is thus a lull in both 
litics and commerce, and even the issue of the monster loan of the 
nch Republic is not sufficiently attractive to induce financial men 
to remain in town. All who have the means and the opportunity are 
leaving their occupations to find a refuge from the heat. Notwith- 
standing the excessively high temperature our public health continues 
good. Of cholera and other contagious diseases peculiar to the season 
nothing is heard, except that the Asiatic epidemic is raging in St. 
Petersburg, and that fears are entertained that it will reach Berlin, 
where the authorities are terribly careless in sanitary matters, It might 
have been reasonably hoped that the knowledge of these facts would 
serve as @ warning to our Government to take such measures as should 
vent the introduction of the epidemic through our seaports, but up 
this moment we hear nothing about the enforcement of the necessary 

quarantine regulations. 
The ooly member of the new Ministry who has shown any sign of 
fe is Mr. van Limburg Stirum. Your readers will remember the scan- 
alous behaviour of Lieutenant Keyser, who was formerly in garrison 
in Leeuwarden. The late Minister of the War Department was of 
opinion that he possessed no power tosummon that officer before a mili- 
tary tribunal. Mr. Stirum, however, has other ideas with regard to the 
matter; in a very short time Lieutenant Keyser’s shortcomings will be 
submitted to the judgment of his brother officers. Of course this ques- 
must seem to your readers to be one of but little importance, but 
can assure you that here itis regarded as a concession to outraged 
public feeling, and the measure taken by the Minister proves that he is 
& promoter of right and justice, and that he possesses firmness of cha- 
er. The Minister of the Colonial Department, Mr. Fransen van de 
utte, remaing at Marienbad. Rumours were current during the early 
days of his accepting Office that he Intended to change his Secretary 
General, but it fs now evident that they were without foundation. {f 
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Mr. van de Putte had any intention of appointing a new Secretary 
General he would not linger so Jong at a watering place. The Conserva- 
tive press is spreading the rumour that Jhr. Sypestein will be charged 
by the Minister of the Colonial Department with a mission of high fm- 
portance. We are at a loss what this may mean. The new functions 
of this member of the Opposition are not named, we are only assured 
that they will oblige him to give up his seat as M.P. It becomes more 
and more probable that the members of the Lower House will not meet 
before the opening of the new session, and I am glad to state that it Is 
now almost certain that Mr. Otto van Rees will then appear among the 
members. He is practically the only candidate in this district. 

I regret to state that in several towns more or less serious strikes are 
being organised. I think, however, that in the end they will be of 
slight consequence, notwithstanding that our Conservative and Ultre. 
montane papers are crying out almost every day that we must prepare 
ourselves for the Commune when the leading members of the Inter- 
nationale Society hold their forthcoming Con in the Hague. But 
our nation is too cool, too prudent to take much notice of the clamorous 
proceedings of these social revolutionists. ; 

The Thorbecke meeting has been held at Utrecht, and it was de- 
cided that a monument should be erected in the Hague to the memory 
of the great statesman. Very strange and curious projects (viz., to 
make dry land of the Zuyderzee, and to name the new province thus 
created Thorbecke; to provide every Datch town with a statue of the 
late statesman, &c.) were brought forward, but they, of course, were 
dropped. I-regret that there is stilla vehement opposition displayed 
against the Bill granting the daughters of the late Minister a pension of 
f.4,Q00, Thisis not creditable to the Opposition press. 

De Standaard tells us the news that Prince Frederic will shortly 
resign his office as Grand Master of the Freemasons, and that another 
Prince will be elected in his place. .Who this latter Royal personage 
may be I don’t know, because I hear that none of them are members of 
the craft. Another report says that Mr. Sloet van de Beele is the 
Grand Master in spe. 

Scheveningen, our beautiful watering-place, is crowded ; amongst the 
many strangers there is Mr. Ruysenares, our Consul-General in Bgypt. 
Some days ago he dined with the Queen, whose illness has passed away.

The result of the first ten days’ working of the new tariff on 
the Suex Canal was that on thirty four vessels which passed, the 
receipts amounted to f.574,520; under the former system the sum 
would have been f.384,890 ; the increase consequently has been 
f.189,630, or over 49 per cent. The hearing of the suit brought by 
the Messageries Maritimes, contesting the right of the Canal 
company to make the change, has been postponed.

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MORE MISSIONARY MISTAKES IN CHINA. 

Tue Roman Catholic missionaries in China are either very 
unwise or extremely unfortunate. To the minds of most 
peuple the Tientsin tragedy would be deemed of a kind not 
easily to be forgotten, and the lessons it inculcated not lightly 
to be ignored ; and yet, before even the negotiations to which 
it gave rise are completed, iastances are reported from diffe- 
rent parts of China of the repetition on the part of the mis- 
sionaries of two principal indiscretions which led up to that 
terrible outbreak. From Chin-Keang we learn that the ap- 
pearance at that city of a boat containing Pére Massa and a 
number of orphan children, on their way from Yangchow to 
au orphanage at Tantu, gave rise to » report that the cargo 
was the result of a fortunate kidnapping expedition. This 
was enough to set the whole town in an uproar. The boat 
was attacked, the crew were made prisoners, and the children 
were taken under the friendly protection of the mob. Pére 
Massa, on the first symptoms of disturbance, rushed off to 
his Consul, and afterwards to the District Magistrate, from 
whom he received protection and shelter. Meanwhile, the 
children were removed to some native orphanages in the 
town. Fortunately, thus fur the affair passed off without 
any serious consequence ; but the necessity of extreme cau- 
tion in all that relates to orphanages cannot be too strongly 
impressed on the Roman Catholic missionaries. Foreigners are 
perfectly aware of the uprightness of their intentions, but 
Chinamen are not ; and as the good opinion of the latter is 
more important than the approbation of the former, it be- 
hoves them to avoid outraging their prejudices, however 
mistaken they may be. The other report to which we have 
referred hal Oe us from Peking, and is to the offect that 
much irritation has been felt in the capital by a claim ad- 
vanced by the Roman Catholic missionaries for the posses- 
sion of some land, which in former times belonged to their 
Jesuit brethren. This is also question which requires 
most careful handling ; and, as in another massacre even 
the same amount of discretion as was exercised at Tientsin in 
the choice of the victims may not be observed, we should be 
glad to hear of a display of a little more forbearance and a 
great deal more wisdom on the part of the priests. 


FORMOSA. 

ALL our experience of China goes to furnish a remark. 
able illustration of the truth of the adage that—“ Second 
thoughts are best.” Some two years ago a proposal was very 
nearly being carried into effeot—the Formosan Consulates 
would have been dis-established, and that fertile island and 
its resources consequently closed to our trade. Against 
this proposition Mr. ArouaR W. Hewxert, Acting Consul 
at Taiwan, bad the courage to protest, in a report, in which 
he explained the resources of the island, and drew the 
most encouraging inferences from the prospect of our 
future trade and intercourse with it, provided, of course, 
that our relations with it were not suspended. In 
consequence of Mr. Hewzert’s timely remonstrance and 
the representations of the London merchants engaged in 
the China trade, the disestablishment of the Consulates was 
postponed. The result has proved the utter shortsightedness 
of the officials who would tamper with, and endeavour to 
circomscribe, British trade in the Far East. It is now some 
180 years ago since the unprincipled genius known as GrorGE 
PsaLMaNazar passed himeelf off as a Formosan convert, edu- 
cated by the Jesuits, and imposed upon no inconsiderable 
section of English learned society a pretended language, 
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alphabet, and grammar of that island, together withanew divi- 
sion of the year into twenty months and a new religion, which 
ho said prevailed among the natives: How this PsaLMaNnagar’s 
iguorance was detected by his being requested to translate a 
passage from Cicero into his pretended Formosan language 
twice—the first copy being withheld while he attempted to 
execute the second—the elder Disranit has told us; bat it 
is doubtful whether the ignorance of PsatManazar concerning 
the island was half so injurious to the world as the uuore- 
flecting blindness which recently prompted the disestablish- 
ment of our Consulates there. Every line in Mr. HEwLerr's 
latest report—which will be found included in our general 
resume of the China Consular Reports—goes to prove the 
sagacity with which he discerned the opening development 
of trade and intercourse with Formosa, if they were duly 
encouraged and protected. It is not too much to say that 
Mr. Hewuetr has added to—or at least has prevented being re- 
moved from—the commerce of the world an island which would 
have been deserted by the Western Powers, of whom we are 
supposed to be the pioneers. We will not detract from the im- 
portance of Mr. Hewxert's services in this matter by another 
word of comment on the report in which he describes For- 
mosa as “a country which already imports no small amount 
“of the productions of Great Britain and its possessions, 
“ which offers great scope for British industry and enter- 
“ prise, and which promises to afford another outlet for the 
“increasing wants of our mercantile marine.” We hope 
that something in Taiwan will be named after the man, who 
foresaw its value to the Western world ; and, on that place, 
when he who founded it shall have departed, may well ba 
placed a tablet in the words of the epitapb of the great 
architect—-“ Si monumentum quosris circumspice.” 


THE REPORT ON THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 

Tax Report on the Diplomatic and Consular Services, a 
résumé of which will be found in another column, illustrates 
a curious phase in our Parliamentary system. As long ago 
as 1858 a Parliamentary Committee was appointed to in- 
quire into the condition of the services above mentioned. 
After long consideration and lengthy examinations of nume- 
rous witnesses a report was framed in which, while the 
general efficiency of the services was well spoken of, certain 
recommendations were made—amongst others, that a system 
of Consular education and promotion should be established, 
and that the Consular service should be organised and classi- 
fied. From the report of the present Committee it appears 
that no notice has been taken of these suggestions, and, in 
fact, that the recommendations of the 1858 Committee 
have never been seriously taken in hand or considered by 
the Foreign-office. The probable fate, thus foreshadowed, 
of the result of their own deliberations, coupled with the 
very contradictory nature of much of the evidence which 
was brought before them, seems to have robbed the present 
Committee of all inclination to advocate any but very 
half-hearted measures. They reiterate some of the re- 
commendations of the former Committee, and referring 
especially to China and Japan, “they think the frequent 
“ changes in the amounts of salaries attached to higher posts 
“are unsatisfactory and discouraging, and owing to the un- 
“ healthiness of the climates, they recommend a special system 
“ of superannuation.” This is well so far as it goes, but there 
appears to be a tendency throughout the report to suggest a 
reduction in the number of Consular officers employed, and 
this must only be listened to on the understanding that the 
other part of the recommendation, viz., that the pay of those 
who remain in the service be increased, will be carried out. 
Sir Harry Parkes affirmed that the Consulates in Japan were 
efficiently worked with a smaller staff than in China. And 
it is possible that under a new system a small reduction might 
be made in the number of officers employed in the latter 
country. It is well known, however, that for years the Con- 
sular officials in China have considered themselves aggrieved 
at the low rate of pay they received, and at the general want 
of consideration which has been shown towards them. Men 
in this frame of mind are not likely to do more work than 
they are obliged to, but it is possible that were the 
Government to issue a more liberal scale of pay, and to 
provide—as recommended by the Committee—a special . 
system of superannuation, they might find the work 
performed with equal efficiency, with fewer men, and at, pors 
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haps, a smaller cost. We fear, however, tbat in all probability 
the recommendations of the present Committee will meet 
with as little consideration as did those of the Committee which 
sat in 1858, and that the only good which will arise from 
their investigations will be to show Parliamentary economists 
that no further reduction can be made in the pay of men who 
are serving their country faithfully, and who are risking 
health and life in an ill-paid and ill-constituted service. 


THE PEKING HOSPITAL. 

Hoeritats are the only institutions of foreign growth 
which Chinamen can be brought to regard with unmixed 
approval, The Merchants’ Hong is in their eyes the fore- 
most foe to their cherished policy of exclusiveness, and in 
the missionary schools and churches they see, or fancy 
they see, thanks to the mistaken conduct of the French 
priests, hotbeds of sedition and temples of unholy 
rites. To a Chinaman’s mind the idea of men render- 
ing the gratuitous services of a lifetime for the good of 
their fellow-creatures is so entirely foreign that, when 
undoubted cases of such disinterestedness is forced on his 
attention, he is all the more likely, in the words of Captain 
Curt z, “to make a note of them.” The object with which 
merchants come to China is obvious enough ; and just suffi- 
cient ground has been given by the French Missionaries for 
the suspicion which is so widely spread among the Chinese 
that the real aim of their labours in China is to secure for 
themselves an earthly as well as a heavenly crown. But 
not even the most jealous son of Hawn can attribute to the 
medical superintendents of the hospitals which are now 
dotted about at the foreign Settlements any motives than 
those of the: purest philanthropy. The continuance and 
growth of this feeling is of importance with regard to our 
future relations with China, and nowhere is its encouragement 
more essential than in the capital from whence is directed 
the course of political action throughout the Empire. “The 
Tenth Annual Report of the Peking Hospital for 1871,” which 
lies before us, encourages us to hope that in addition to the 
relief which has been afforded to suffering humanity at 
Peking, this end has been largely attained. Dr. Dupazon 
announces in its pages the receipt of the two first Chinese 
donations in money which have been received since the foun- 
dation of the hospital. This isa hopeful sign, and though, 
owing to various causes—the Tientain massacres, and the 
floods which inundated the country around Peking during the 
winter months of last year among others—the numbers of 
patients prescribed for during 1871 shows a falling off com- 
pared with the numbers attended in 1869, being 10,128, 
against 14,420 of the latter year, yet here is abundant 
evidence to show that increased confidence in the skill and 
philanthropic motives of the foreign dootor is gaining ground 
among all classes in Peking. Unlike all individual attempts 
to improve the moral and social condition of the Chinese 
which are confined to the few who can be immediately 
reached, the hospitals prove centres from whonce are carried 
to all parts of the Empire by restored patients the en- 
lightening influences of Christianity and science. Thus year 
by year an ever-widening circle of the most useful knowledge 
is epread throughout the length and breadth of the land. To 
be engaged in such a work is to fulfil a noble mission, and 
we congratulate Dr. DupcEon on the success which is attend- 
ing the part he is playing in this great undertaking. 





REPORT ON THE CONSULAR SERVICE. 

We have received the Report of the Committee appointed 
to inquire into the Diplomatic and Consular Services ; the 
following is a résumé of the contents :— 

In 1858 a committee sat for the same purpose, and ther report 
which was of a favourable character with re to the efficiency 
of the service, was accompanied by the following recommenda- 
tions :— 

1. The establishment of a system of Consular education and 
promotion, eed with the view of preventin the necessity of 
gmploying any other than British subjects in the Levant and North 
ca, 


2, That Consuls should be pealibiet from bata 

3. Diminution of the number of Vice-Consuls in Europe, and 
gradual abolition of their licenses to trade. 

4, Organisation and classification of the service. . 

5. Appropriation of all fees to Government acoount (except in 


case of unpaid Consuls) and collection of those fees by means of | 


stamps if practicable. 
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6. Revision of Consular instructions. 


The evidence given by Mr. Hammond, Under-Secretary 
State,and Mr, Wylde and Mr. Murray, of the Foreign-office, hav 
now tended to show :— 


1, That during the last fourteen years no steps have been taken 
to establish any system. of education and promotion such as was 
recommended. 

2. Prohibition to trade has become the general rule of the 
service ; but it does not appear that any general rule has been 
laid down which would separate the places where 8 salaried Con- 
sul prohibited from trading is or is not required. 

3. The dimnuition of the number of Vice-Consuls seems to have 
been going on, but notin any regular or comprehensive plan. 

4. Nothing has been done as to organisation or classification of 
the service. 

5. The payment of fees into the Exchequer has only been im- 
perfectly and occasionally enforced. , 

The recommendations of the former Committee never having 
been seriously taken in hand or considered by the Foreign-office, 
the present Committee consider that paid Consuls gioald bs 5e- 
parated by some definite mark or title from those whose unpsid 
services are accepted, and that, until this is done, it is impessible 
to make use of unpaid service to the extent required without 
raising the objections of rival merchants. 

In China, Japan, and Siam (the Report proceeds) the well- 
known close system of entry, education, and promotion works 
well. It appears beyond question from the evidence of Sir H. 
Parkes that the Consulates in Japan are efficiently worked with a 
smaller staff than in China. Mr. Medhurst recommends the abo- 
lition of the class of interpreters, and the amalgamation of the 
office of Chief Judge of the Supreme Court of Shanghai with that 
of Hong Kong. Sir Rutherford Alcock would reduce the number 
of students at Peking to six. Mr. Alabaster, late Acting Consul 
at Bangkok, considers there should be a marked reduction in the 
sctablishinient in Siam. All the witnesses, however, complain of 
the inadequacy of the pay, especially in the case of juniors ; they 
think the frequent changes in the amounts of salaries attached to 
higher posts are unsatisfactory and discouraging, and, owing to 
the unhealthiness of the climates, they recommend a special sys- 
tem of superannuation. 

Mr. Brackenbury, H.M.’s Consul at Lisbon, thinks that the 
more nearly our Consular service is assimilated to that of France 
the better. The French system is simply that of making the ser- 
vice a profession. On the other hand, Mr. Orawfurd, H.M.’s Consul 
at Oporto, is opposed to any introduction of the French or Rus- 
sian systems, which, he thinks, would lead to an “ injurious esprit 
de corps, ambition, over zeal, and desire for change.” ‘“ Consular 
officers,” he says, “are already too prone to attempt brilliant ser- 
vices in the domain of politics.” “The motives to a quiet and 
unambitious existence (the ideal of a Oonsul’s career—according 
to Mr. Crawfurd) might be seriously interfered with by holding 
out prizes to ambition or vanity.” 

Tho success of the mission of Mr. Kennedy, the present head 
of the commercial department in the Foreign-office, in redu 
the estimates of the Consulates in Turkey and Egypt, suggests the 
propriety of similar experiments being tried in the Levant, the 

orth Coast of Africa, nce, the Baltic, Italy, and the Penin- 
sular, with a view to the consolidationof the Consulates there into 
Consulate districts. Mr. Kennedy is of opinion that all needful 
increase of salaries can be obtained by the reduction in the num- 
ber of officers—excepting in the United States, where an in- 
creased vote will be required. 

The Committee describe the fees chargeable in 
of duties connected with shipping as exceptionally low; it isa 
matter of complaint that the habits of British sailors are such ag 
to cause disproportionate trouble to the Consuls, and it is recom- 
mended that greater power to deal with refractory seamen should 
be given to them. 

Whether it would be better to revise the scale of foes, or to 
substitute for them a tonnage duty, is a matter which deserves 
attention. The notarial duties of Consuls should, it is agreed on 
all hands, be paid for by the parties availing themselves of their 
services. These notarial duties might be extended, and probably 
the scale of fees increased. 

The revision and consolidation of the rules and instructiona 
issued by the Board of Trade is inpecerively demanded ; and, 
when this is done, perhaps the returns and forms filled up by 
car may be simplified, and thus reduce the work imposed upon 
them. ; 

The gross sum charged in the current year's estimates for the 
general service is £168,147, which is reducible by anticipated 
extra receipts to about £135,000 nett. These estimates exhibit a 
reduction of about £56,000 as compared with those of the previous 

ear, which again were lower by £7,300 than those of 1869-70. 
The universal complaint of insufficient pay would alone press on 
the Government the necessity of looking about for some means of 
retrenchment to be set off against the increased cost of salaries. 
If better retirements, classification, leave of absence, promotion 
and other like advantages are to be conceded, the service must, 
give up its stationary and residential character, and be subject 
to more frequent change at the discretion of the Foreign-oliice. 
This may not be considered an unmixed advautage by the Consuls 
themselves.
